In  submitting  this  annual  report  of  our  financial  trans- 
actions the  past  fiscal  year,  we  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  following  conditions  that  hare  been  responsible  in  a 
large  measure  for  reducing  our  surplus. 

The  winter  road  work  for  the  winter  1913-1914,  which 
came  in  for  settlement  this  year,  was  over  $800.00  more 
than  the  year  before,  while  the  railroad  tax  paid  us  by  the 
state  was  nearly  $400  less.  We  have  paid  bills  for  gravel 
used  in  road  construction  the  past  three  years;  and  we  have 
bought  land  on  "S"  road  for  $200.00,  which  provides  grade 
for  future  use. 

By  vote  of  the  town  at  a  special  meeting  held  for  that 
purpose,  April  10,  1914,  the  selectmen  appointed  Orrin  M. 
James  road  agent,  for  the  year  just  closed.  You  will  notice 
elsewhere  in  this  report  his  salary  and  expenses  amounted 
to  $259.12.  These  and  several  other  unavoidable  circum- 
stances have  contributed  to  our  financial  disadvantage. 

The  services  of  Mr.  James,  an  expert  road  builder,  at 
the  head  of  our  highway  department,  have  been  highly  satis- 
factory. The  uniform  improvement  on  all  the  roads  of  this 
town  has  become  apparent  to  all  who  have  had  occasion  to 
use  the  public  highways.  Alton  was  fortunate  indeed  to  be 
able  to  secure  his  services  at  such  an  •exceedingly  low  price.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 

Schools. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  report  as  superintendent 
of  your  public  schools.  The  statistics  are  for  the  school 
year  ending  in  June,  1914. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  average  membership  for  the  year  was  200,  an  in- 
crease of  21  over  the  previous  year.  The  per  cent  of  at- 
tendance remains  the  same  at  93.5.  The  tardy  marks  were 
reduced  from  357  to  239,  or  a  gain  118.  The  Mountain 
school  still  furnished  three  times  as  many  as  any  other 
school,  but  did  some  better  than  the  year  before.  The  num_ 
ber  of  pupils  neither  absent  nor  tardy  increased  from  20  to 
36,  which  is  unusual.  The  roll  of  honor  is  much  larger  than 
it  had  been  in  recent  years.  The  number  of  visits  by 
parents  and  others  increased  from  454  to  540,  which  is  a 
good  showing. 

STATE  AID. 

To  receive  state  aid  the  law  requires  a  tax  of  $3.40  on 
$1,000.00  of  equalized  valuation.  To  bring  the  tax  to  that 
rate  the  Alton  district  must  raise  this  year  the  same  as  last, 
or  $5,446  for  school  purposes. 

REPAIRS. 

During  the  summer  the  village  school  building  was 
painted,  as  directed  by  the  district.  Other  than  that 
no  repairs  have  been  made.  The  inside  of  the  other  build- 
ings needs  painting  and  whitening  during  the  coming 
summer.  The  stoves  ought  to  have  ventilating  jackets  as 
soon  as  money  can  be  furnished  for  the  purpose. 
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SALARIES  AND  WORK  OF  TEACHERS. 

Except  for  the  privilege  of  being  in  an  up-to-date 
school  town  and  in  schools  of  high  standards  and  efficient 
work  on  the  part  of  capable  pupils,  we  could  not  keep  the 
teachers  we  have  at  the  pay  they  receive.  Teachers  from 
the  Alton  schools  are  always  in  demand  for  more  respon- 
sible and  higher  salaried  positio  ns.  The  teachers  we  have 
this  year  are  getting  in  the  aggregate  at  least  $450  less 
than  the  average  for  the  work  they  are  doing.  That  means 
of  course  if  we  keep  our  teachers  and  maintain  the  high 
standards  we  have,  we  must  pay  more  for  salaries  during 
the  coming  year.  It  is  especially  important  that  the  effi" 
cient  principal  of  a  school  be  retained  as  long  as  possible. 
It  is  hardly  less  true  for  his  efficient  associates. 

In  addition  to  his  high  school  work  this  year  Mr.  Walsh 
has  been  teaching  French  one  half  hour  each  day  in  the 
Vllth  and  Vlllth  grades.  It  is  very  interesting  to  note  the 
rapid  advance  made  by  those  pupils  and  the  dehght  they 
take  in  that  work. 

Miss  Harmon  is  teaching  Cooking  and  Sewing  for  the 
high  school  girls,  in  addition  to  her  work  in  the  Grammar 
school.  Miss  Huff,  the  primary  teacher,  is  teaching  Sewing 
to  the  Grammar  school  girls. 

Mr.  Dee  gives  two-sevenths  of  his  time  to  Agriculture, 
two-sevenths  to  History  and  the  remainder  to  Manual 
Training  for  the  Vlth.  Vllth  and  Vlllth  grades,  and  boys 
in  the  High  school.  The  cost  for  teaching  Agriculture  is 
therefore  two-sevenths  of  Mr.  Dee's  salary  of  $750. 

A  School  Bank  has  just  been  started  in  the  schools  of 
the  district.  It  is  important  that  children  be  taught  to 
save.  It  is  expected  that  all  of  the  children  in  school  will 
begin  a  bank  account.  Parents  are  urged  to  assist  in  this 
matter  as  much  as  possible. 
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PRACTICAL  ARTS. 

As  I  said  last  year,  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  educational  as  well  as  practical 
value  of  these  courses  in  co-operation  with  the  classical  and 
other  courses  of  the  school.  The  combined  development  of 
mind  and  muscles  is  essential  to  the  best  kind  of  educational 
training,  whether  the  aim  is  a  classical  or  technical  edu- 
cation. Alton  ought  to  take  a  good  deal  of  pride  arid  satis- 
faction for  the  progress  being  made  in  her  schools  in  the 
line  of  modern  training.  Also  she  ought  to  be  glad  to  stand 
as  an  illustration  to  nearly  every  other  town  in  the  state  of 
what  may  be  done  by  a  live  district,  intent  on  giving  the 
children  the  best  training  possible. 

The  manual  training  in  the  grades  and  the  high  school 
has  already  proven  itself  valuable  for  the  boys.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  the  work  in  domestic  science  for  the  girls. 
A  beginning  in  this  line  has  been  made  at  Oilman's  Corner, 
and  should  have  support  for  its  extension.  Opportunity 
should  be  given  the  other  rural  schools  as  soon  as  the  time 
demands  it. 

AGRICULTURAL  COURSE. 
The  development  of  a  new  course  of  study  in  a  school 
is  necessarily  slower  than  most  people  appreciate.  Much 
more  work  has  already  been  done  than  shows  on  the  sur- 
face. It  remains  for  us  in  the  coming  two  years  m  making 
the  four  year  work  complete  to  get  into  closer  touch  with  the 
grange  and  the  farmers  of  this  region,  to  use  the  hothouse 
for  the  extension  of  experiment  and  demonstration  work,  to 
enlarge  the  work  of  field  excursions,  to  give  demonstrations 
worth  while  in  raising  of  different  local  crops  like  potatoes 
and  oats  etc.,  to  make  a  laboratory  collection  of  many 
things  interesting  and  helpful  to  those  who  till  the  soil, 
together  with  open  meetings  for  exchange  of  views  and 
discussions  of  mutual  interest.  The  work  of  the  Manual 
Training  and  Domestic  Science  courses  have  been  in  prog- 
ress long  enough  to  thoroughly  commend  themselves  with- 
out argument. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY  ORGANIZATIONS. 

There  is  a  teachers'  organization  for  the  purpose  of 
pedagogical  discussions,  for  professional  improvement  and 
for  the  purpose  of  arranging  public  meetings  of  educational 
interest,  and  for  further  acquaintance  and  mutual  co-opera- 
tion with  parents  for  the  betterment  of  the  schools. 

I  commend  the  work  done  in  Music  in  the  schools,  also 
the  musical  interests  outside  of  the  school  work.  I  com- 
mend the  work  in  Dramatics  and  PubHc  Recitals.  I  also 
commend  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  branch  organization  for  the 
social  and  moral  advantage  of  the  promising  boys  of  Alton. 
It  is  worthy  of  being  well  supported  by  the  citizens  of  the 
town.  These  cultural  interests  linked  with  the  best  kind  of 
schools  has  made  Alton  one  of  the  best  known  towns  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  following  tables  which  may 
be  of  interest  to  the  parents  especially,  and  also  to  the 
large  number  of  names  on  the  roll  of  honor.  Estimates  for 
the  coming  year  are  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  School 
Board. 

In  conclusion  let  me  express  my  thanks  for  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  the  school  board,  teachers  and  citizens  of 
Alton  in  the  service  of  the  public  schools.  May  I  also  ex- 
press my  thanks  and  commendations  to  the  pupils  of  the 
school  who  have  so  diligently  pursued  their  several  courses 
of  study.

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Annual  Report  of  the    Superintendent  of 
Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton: 

I  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  public  schools  of  Alton.  The  statistics  are 
for  the  school  year  ending  in  June  1915. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  average  membership  for  the  year  was  211,  an 
increase  of  11  over  the  preceeding  year.  The  per 
cent,  of  attendance  was  92.  The  number  of  tardy 
marks  was  239  outside  of  the  Mountain  School  where 
there  were  so  many  that  I  am  ashamed  to  report  them. 
The  condition  is  better  this  year,  but  there  is  a  chance 
for  great  improvement.  Perhaps  I  ought  to  say  that 
scholars  who  are  persistantly  tardy  come  under  the 
class  of  truants  unless  there  is  the  same  excuse  for 
being  late  as  for  being  absent  altogether.  The  parents 
can  help  the  teachers  to  eliminate  nearly  all  cases  of 
tardiness.  The  number  of  students  neither  absent  nor 
tardy  was  29.  The  number  of  visits  by  parents  and 
others,  466. 

STATE  AID 

The  returns  from  State  Aid  show  an  increase  over 
last  year.  Alton  School  District  must  raise  the  coming 
year  the  same  as  last  year,  or  $5,446,  for  school  pur- 
poses.to  meet  the  requirements  for  State  Aid. 
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RURAL  SCHOOLS 

At  the  Mountain  School  new  outhouses  of  a  mod- 
ern type  were  built  during  the  summer,  the  expense  of 
which  was  exceedingly  low  for  the  amount  of  work 
done.  A  Normal  graduate  is  in  charge  of  the  school 
this  year.  Some  sev/ing  is  being  done  and  hot  lunches 
prepared  during  the  cold  weather  of  winter.  There 
is  need  of  a  Manual  Training  bench  and  oil  cooking 
stove  with  tools  and  equipment  for  the  best  kind  of 
work.  A  ventilating  jacket  ought  to  be  placed  around 
the  stove. 

The  teacher  at  Gilm_an's  Corner  is  also  a  Normal 
graduate.  Some  elementary  v/ork  in  Agriculture  has 
been  planned  for  this  school.  There  is  also  an  im- 
provised work  bench  where  the  boys  do  some  work  in 
wood.  A  new  bench  is  needed  and  one  of  the  patrons  of 
the  school  has  agreed  to  furnish  the  lumber,  so  the 
teacher  is  planning  to  see  the  boys  make  the  bench.  It 
seems  too  bad  that  this  school  should  be  broken  up  by 
the  New  Durham  children  not  being  able  to  attend 
only  26  weeks  in  the  year.  When  we  get  the  new 
bench  made  and  tools  sufficient  to  go  v^ith  it,  and  get 
the  stove  jacketed  in  that  building,  the  teacher  will  be 
able  to  do  all  that  is  done  in  the  central  school  for  the 
training  of  the  pupils. 

Mrs.  Varney  remains  at  the  McDuffee  School 
where  there  is  a  good  spirit  and  earnestness  on  the 
part  of  teacher  and  pupils.  The  interest  of  parents 
coupled  with  that  of  the  teacher  has  made  it  possible 
to  do  some  elementary  cooking  in  this  school  and  hot 
lunches  have  been  provided  for  the  pupils.  Miss 
Wheeler  visits  the  rural  schools  once  in  two  weeks  for 
Music  and  progress  is  being  made  in  that  direction. 
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Some  new  slate  blackboards  were  added  to  the  Bay 
School  during  the  summer  and  a  new  walk  made  from 
the  road  to  the  school  house.  There  ought  to  be  a 
jacketed  stove  in  this  building  also.  A  jacket  for  a 
box  stove  costs  about  $15.  Money  could  not  be  spent 
in  a  better  way.  The  playground  side  of  this  school  is 
especially  good — the  teacher  always  being  on  the 
ground  with  her  pupils. 

CENTRAL  SCHOOL 

The  work  for  the  several  teachers  is  arranged  as 
last  year.  Mr.  Wilfred  G.  Bodine  takes  the  place  of 
Mr.  Dee,  Miss  Mary  L.  Roberts  the  place  of  Miss  Neal, 
and  Miss  R.  Olive  Wilkins  the  place  of  Miss  Harmon. 

Mr.  Walch  is  teaching  French  to  the  VII  and  VIII 
Grades  as  last  year  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Princi- 
pal. Nothing  in  the  Grammar  School  Course  is  of 
more  value  than  this  teaching  of  French  by  the  direct 
method. 

Miss  Wilkins  has  the  Course  in  Domestic  Science 
for  the  High  School  girls  in  addition  to  the  Grammar 
School  teaching.  She  carries  two  courses — Cooking 
and  Sewing,  and  Household  Management  and  House- 
hold Sanitation.  Miss  Huff,  the  primary  teacher,  con- 
tinues the  sewing  for  the  VII  and  VIII  Grade  girls. 

Mr.  Bodine  has  the  same  amount  of  time  on  Agri- 
culture as  did  Mr.  Dee  last  year.  In  addition  he  has 
the  Manual  Training  for  High  School  and  VI,  VII  and 
VIII  Grades  of  the  lower  schools,  and  American  His- 
tory in  the  High  School.  May  I  say  that  the  hot-house 
is  full  of  interesting  things  and  visitors  are  more  than 
welcome.  Home  projects  for  the  boys  in  Agriculture 
will  be  started  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  ready  to  be 
used.

With  all  of  these  newer  interests  the  classical  and 
literary  side  of  school  life  is  in  no  way  neglected.  The 
professional  spirit  of  the  teachers  is  of  a  high  order 
and  their  devotion  to  their  work  is  not  surpassed  by 
that  of  anj^  other  teachers  anywhere. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  INTERESTS 
The  playground  and  athletic  side  of  school  life  is 
important  and  we  are  learning  more  and  more  the 
moral,  physical  and  cultural  value  of  supervised  play. 
The  girls  this  year  have  taken  a  good  interest  in  Vol- 
ley Ball  and  played  some  interscholastic  games  in  the 
fall  term.  Basket  Ball,  Base  Ball,  Tennis  and  many 
other  games  for  the  grades  are  directed  by  the  teachers 
for  the  good  of  the  pupils. 

The  Teachers'  Organization  has  had  some  meet- 
ings for  pedagogical  discussions  and  professional  im- 
provement— perhaps  not  as  often  as  would  be  profit- 
able on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  the  teachers  getting 
together  for  that  purpose.  Some  public  educational 
meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Music  department  is  to  be  com- 
mended not  only  in  the  regular  school  lines  but  for  its 
successful  recitals  and  part  on  the  programs  of  the 
public  educational  meetings.  The  interest  in  orches- 
tral playing  and  other  lines  of  music  is  also  to  be  en- 
couraged. 

The  moral  interests  of  the  school  have  been  made 
stronger  by  the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  organization. 
It  has  also  developed  the  spirit  of  service.  The  public 
meetings  and  socials  have  been  a  good  thing  for  the 
school  and  for  the  town.  A  good  representation  of 
boys  went  with  Mr.  Walch  and  Mr.  Bodine  to  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  State  Conference  at  Dartmouth  in  December.

The  annual  school  play  and  the  program  furnished 
at  Commencement  by  the  Seniors  signify  something 
of  the  development  of  the  public  and  scholastic  side  of 
the  school  training. 

The  serving  of  a  hot  lunch  for  the  pupils  is  a  suc- 
cess in  every  way.  It  has  required  a  good  deal  of 
sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  others  at  the 
central  building.  The  Domestic  Science  teacher  and 
the  cooking  class,  as  well  as  the  students  who  have 
served  and  the  teachers  of  all  the  rooms,  have  worked 
together  with  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  ability. 
May  I  say  that  their  efforts  have  been  appreciated  by 
the  school  authorities  and  the  parents.  It  is  probable 
that  the  2c  at  which  the  lunch  has  been  served  will  not 
quite  cover  the  cost.  But  the  kindly  donations  from 
a  good  many  interested  citizens  will  keep  the  cost  close 
to  a  self-supporting  basis.  Corn  Chowder,  Tomato 
Soup,  Cocoa,  Fish  Chowder,  Baked  Beans,  Stewed 
Beans  and  Vegetable  Stews  have  been  served.  Many 
other  schools  have  been  watching  this  experiment  and 
are  glad  to  learn  of  its  success. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

Alton  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  interested 
and  efficient  teachers  for  small  salaries.  It  is  difficult 
to  hold  such  teachers  for  a  great  length  of  time  on 
account  of  the  better  offers  in  some  other  school.  That 
condition  makes  it  hard  to  keep  the  work  up  to  high 
standards  when  several  new  teachers  are  added  each 
year,  no  matter  how  well  qualified  they  may  be.  It 
takes  some  time  to  get  acquainted  and  meet  the  con- 
ditions. Almost  half  of  the  teachers  were  new  this 
year.  I  trust  we  may  be  able  to  hold  the  teachers  we 
now  have  for  some  time  to  come.    It  would  hardly  be 
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possible  to  find  teachers  more  devoted  to  their  work 
or  more  willing  to  sacrifice  for  the  good  of  their  schools. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  public  schools  of 
Alton  stand  among  the  best  in  the  State.  It  is  com- 
mendable to  have  been  among  the  pioneers  in  Practical 
Arts  Courses  and  in  Agriculture.  No  one  disputes 
their  value  who  has  watched  the  development  of  these 
nev/er  lines  of  school  work.  We  hope  to  continue  our 
record  and  remain  an  example  of  what  a  small  town  can 
do  for  her  schools  when  the  citizens  are  alive  to  the  real 
needs  of  their  growing  children. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  school  board,  teachers  and  citizens  of  Alton  for 
their  unexcelled  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  ser- 
vice of  their  schools.  I  also  express  my  thanks  to  the 
pupils  of  the  several  schools  for  their  efforts  and  ask 
that  they  help  us  in  the  year  to  come  to  make  the  Alton 
Schools  even  better  than  they  have  ever  been  before.
